New Basketball Rules Provide For 
Eight-Minute Quarters For High 


Schop! Teams 


NO CHANGE FOR THE COLLEGES 


Two Minute Rest Periods Between 


• 
Quarters And 10 Minutes 
' 
Between Halves 


Under the basketball, rules, effec- 


tive among high schools in Indiana 
on November first, a copy of which 
has been received here, the game will 
be played in eight minutes less time 
than ill former years, with the play- 
ing period divided into quarters of 
eight minutes each, instead of 20 
minute halves, as formerly. 


Tlic rule on the length of the game 


applies only to secondary school, or 
high school", participated in by boys, 
and the regulation 20 minute halves 
will prevail in college and independ- 
ent ball. 


The length of the,game also is 


changed for younger boys, under 14 
years, who shall play their game with 
six minute quarters, with three minu- 
te rest between quarters and ten min- 
ute rest between,, the half way per- 
iod. 


Under the new rules, the eight min- 


ute quarters for high school teams, 
will no doubt meet with approval, be- 
cause of the fact that it icuts off 
eight minutes of playing, and this 
will handicap many teams that arc 
slow in starting their scoring ma- 
chine, as 8 minutes would sometimes 
make a wide margin in the scores. 


The new rules set out that, the 


team shall rest two minutes between 
the first and second quarters, and 
no player is to leave tiie floor or to 
receive coaching dlnriug the rest pcr- 
ion. At the cud of the second quar- 
ter, the usual ten minute rest is held 
which is the half way mark in the 
game, and players may leave the 
floor. , The play resumes again for 
eight minutes in the third quarter, 
and a two minute rest is called, and 
the game is then finished iu the 
fourt'h quarter oi «igilit minutes. 


Under this plan the playing time 


will be only 32 minutes instead of 
the 40 minutes. 


The ball jrocs 'hack .to the center 


of the floor for the toss up, at the 
beginning of each quarter. The vis- 
iting team has the i-hoi.-e of goals 
at the. start of the game, and they 
exchange goals at the end qf the sec- 
ond quarter, and not between quar- 
ters. 
' 


The rule that applies to personal 


fouls has 
been <-hanged, and J.his 


rule is designed as follows: when a 
persona] i'oul has been called, the 
player upon whom the foul was com- 
mitted shall attempt the free throw 
or throws; but in case this player is 
so injured that he must 
leave the 


game, his substitute must attempt the 
free throw or throws. If the player 
wJio 'has been fouled is to leave tlu1 
game by re_ason of disqualification or 
for any other cause except injury, 
lie shall attempt the free throw or 
throws before leaving. 


However, free thrpws for goal af- 


tcr technical fouls may be made bj 
any player of the offended team. Tin 
throw for a foul goal shall be made 


' 
within ten seconds after the ball ha 
been placed upon the line by the 
referee. If the goal is made the bal 
shall be put. in play at the center. 


There is no change in the rule de- 


fiuinK the hall out of bounds. The 
referee shall give the 'ball to th 
player nearest the ball; on the team 
opposite t'he one who last touchec 
/the ball as it was 
going out- of 


- bounds. In tase the officials can- 


not determine who touched it last 
he is to toss it up between two play- 
ers.
